people who started from College Point,

'starlight" rule, two were carried 
home dead. Jive are in the hospital, 
four were allowed to leave the ho:

ed, and every cue of the remainder 
were more or less bruised. A collision 
with a trolley car caused the accident. 
The dead are Michael Schneir and Jo- 
seph Picklet. The merrymakers were 
on their way to a hotel 10 miles away, 
where they were to have a dance. 
They were all in one wagon, tke bot- 
tom of which had been filled with 
straw. When in front oi the hotel thf 
driver of the wagon tried to cross the 
tracks of a trolley line in front of an 
approaching car, but the car struck 
the rear end of the wagon. The vehi- 
cle was demolished. 


Pickle was hurled into the air and 


fell 30 feet away. Ms !wa<3 striking a 
fire hydrant. Schneir was also thrown 
into the air and landed head first on 
the rnacadem pavement. Both died in 
a short time. Miss Mattile Dcbovise 
sustained severe contusion of 
the 


chest and hips and was the worst hurt 
among the injured.

Sweeps a Thriving 


Suburb. 


FannedbyGale 


That Blew at a Twenty- 


five Mile Gait. 


Blames Destroyed Nearly a 


Million Dollars Worth 


of Property. 


Fire Started in a Lumber Mill and 


SweptJAcross the Docks to a 


Dredge Which Burned to 


thejWater's Edge. 


Detroit, May 13.—Fanned by a 35 


mile an hour wind, fife swept the we: 
bank of the Rouge river in Delray, a 
suburb to the south of Detroit, for 
three-quarters of a mile, and destroy 
ed over ?SOO,000 worth of property 


The fire originated in the roof of 


the Salliotte & Furgason lumber jaill 
The mill had not been running for sev- 
eral months and the roof was as dry 
as tinder. The building was soon in 
ashes and the flre swept across a dock 
to where a dredge of the Carkin, Stick- 
ney & Cram fleet oi dredges was tied 
up. Despite efforts to save her this 
craft was burned to the water's edge. 
Great embers were picked up by the 
wind and 
dropped on the roof of 


Brownlee & Company's miil ana Salt 
block, and both these buildings were 
destroyed. Even the sreal .streams 
from the fireboat were powerless to 
check the flames, which were rolling 
down the river bank for hundreds of 
feet. 


From the Brownlee propertj" the fire 


jumped over into the large yard which 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany used as a storage poiut for their 
cfdaj telegripH poles The -vaid it. the 
distributing point.tor 10 states and 
over 100,000 poles were stored there. 
The flre swept through the great yard, 
which comprises about eight acres, in 
less than two hours. The plant of the 
Maltby Lumber company was the last 
one on the river bank and it was soon 
destroyed, together with a large stock 
of cedar poles which was stored in the 
company's yard, 


While this flre was burning the lum- 


ber yard of G. A. Raupp & Company, 
in Ecorse. about a infle from Delray, 
was set on fire by sparks from a pass- 
ing engine, and 500,000 feet of lumber 
were destroyed. The loss is about 
$75,000.

Boston. May 12.—As a result of the 


textile workers' convention, which 
concluded its session at the Quincy 
House. 75.000 men and women em- 
ployed in the textile industries of 
North America will be members oi 
one great labor organization to be 
known as the United Textile Workers 
of America. Both organizations decid- 
ed to amalgamate and apply for a 
charter under the title named. After 
that is secured the mule-spinner union 
and the ioonj-iixers' union will affiliate 
themselves with tbe 
organization, 


which wil! eventually mean a member 
ship of 300.000. and an amicable un- 
derstanding between textile employes 
in the north and south.
